There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

WSRE Seeks 
Volunteers for 
“Reading of the 
Names” Memorial 
Day Event 


In partnership with Veterans 
Memorial Park of Pensacola, WSRE 
will host a week-long Reading of 
the Names at The Wall South in 
observance of Memorial Day and as 
the culminating event of the public 
television station’s community 
engagement activities surrounding 
last fall’s PBS documentary The 
Vietnam War. 


The 58,318 names of servicemen 
and women whose lives were lost in 
the war will be read by volunteers 
beginning Sunday, May 20, at 1 p.m. 
Names will continue to be recited 
throughout the week leading up to 
the park’s Memorial Day ceremonies 
scheduled for Sunday, May 27, at 1 
p.m. Each volunteer will receive a list 
of names that will take approximately 
two minutes to read. 


Anyone may volunteer to read and 
can sign up online at WSRE.org/ 
names. 


“We expect a number of school 
groups and community organizations 
to participate, but also hope many 
of the volunteers will be individuals 
including veterans, active duty 


military, patriotic community 
members, and especially the family 
and friends of those whose names are 
listed on the wall,” said Jill Hubbs, 
director of WSRE_ Educational 
Content & Services. 


Ms. Hubbs will be one of those 
individuals and looks forward to 
reading the name of her father, 
Donald Richard Hubbs, a Navy pilot 
who has been missing since his 
mission at the Gulf of Tonkin on 
March 17, 1968.

Would-Be Florida Senator Scott Is Already 
Lost in the Weeds — of West Virginia

Gov. Rick Scott has kicked off his U.S. Senate 
campaign with a strange commercial that pitches a 
long-doomed concept—term limits in Congress. 


“There’s more than 41,000 zip codes in America,” 
the governor begins, writing with a red marker ona 
blank white-board map of the United States. “In all 
but one zip code, they want term-limits on Congress. 
It’s common sense. 


“The only place that doesn’t want term limits on 
Congress is right here— Washington—where all the 
career politicians are.” 


At which point the governor boldly draws a large 
X on the approximate longitude and latitude of 
Greenwood, West Virginia—not Washington, D.C. 


All right, so he’s not the smoothest or most 
electrifying presence on television. Neither is his 
Democratic opponent, Sen. Bill Nelson. 


But, considering the massive tonnage of money 
Scott has accumulated for this campaign, you’d 
think he could afford to do one extra take of his 
debut ad, just to get it right. At least put your big 
dramatic X somewhere within Uber-ing distance of 
the District of Columbia. 


Scott’s choice of congressional term limits as a topic 
is as safe as it is cynical. He proposes a 12-year cap 
on tenure, which would be six terms in the House or 
two terms in the Senate. 


The idea is popular with many voters of both parties, 
but especially with conservatives. Enactment 
requires a constitutional amendment and, before 
that can happen, two thirds of both houses of 
Congress must pass the measure and send it to the 
states for ratification. 


Don’t hold your breath. 


Kanye West will be approved as the next CIA director 
before term limits are ever embraced by the full 
Senate. Majority Leader Mitch McConnell has been 
there 33 years and has no interest in voting himself 
or his creaky pals out of a job. 


In January 2017, two hard-right Republicans, Sen. 
Ted Cruz of Texas and Rep. Ron DeSantis of Florida, 
jointly introduced a constitutional amendment that 
would set Congressional term limits. That was 
basically the first and last you heard of it. 


Since Scott’s own party controls the House and 
Senate, the reaction of many fellow Republicans 
to his term-limits proposal could best be described 
as good-humored indifference. They know it’s a 
nonstarter, dead as a doornail. 


But they also know it plays well on the campaign 
trail, where Scott likes to rant against “career 
politicians.” (To be fair, he doesn’t really rant. 


His android style of delivery peaks at modulated 
complaining.) 


It will be surprising if we don’t also hear about 
the term-limit crusade from DeSantis, who’s now 
running to take Scott’s place in the governor’s 
mansion. DeSantis is one of only four members 
of Florida’s 27-member House delegation who as 
candidates signed a pledge supporting term limits. 


Only 15 states restrict the time served by their 
legislators, and Florida is one of them. The law 
went into effect here 18 years ago, yet there’s no 
evidence that it has drained the political swamp in 
Tallahassee. 


If anything, the swamp is deeper and smellier. 
Lobbyists wield as much clout as ever, which is why 
many ex-lawmakers end up as lobbyists. 


A measure that would have extended the legal 
waiting period from two years to six years died in 
the last session of the Legislature. Clearly, some 
term-limited senators and representatives were 
contemplating future employment options, after 
their political careers come to an end. 


When asked about Scott’s promise to impose term 
limits on Congress, Rep. Mario Diaz-Balart, a Miami 
Republican, said there’s already a healthy turnover 
in Washington and no need for a constitutional 
amendment. 
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“One could argue if there were term limits, there 
would be no seniority,” he said. “But is that a good 
thing for the country, to have no experience?” 


It’s a predictable response from an eight-term 
congressman, but the point argued by Diaz-Balart 
is widely voiced by opponents of term limits, inside 
and outside of government. 


He didn’t criticize Scott directly, because there was 
no need. The governor’s proposal poses no threat 
to Diaz-Balart’s job because it has zero chance of 
passing. 


“In Washington, they say this can’t be done. That’s 
nonsense,” Scott insists in his campaign ad. 


The ad itself is nonsense—calculated nonsense, 
aimed to tease voters with an appealing pledge that’s 
impossible to fulfill, and easy to forget about later. 


Scott’s next campaign commercial will be coming 
soon. For the sake of credibility he should lose that 
red marker, or at least steer clear of zip codes in 
West Virginia.

Restaurants 
are labor intensive. They can also be 
intrusive. They entail all kinds of an- 
noyances. Odors, trash, noise, traffic, 
and everything associated with the 
sale of alcohol are often by-products 
of the trade. But restaurants also are 
involved in many things outside of the 
business of selling food. 


The restaurant I’m most familiar with 
is entering its 40th year of business. 
It’s not much different from other 
restaurants in its involvement with 
its community. These are some of the 
things a restaurant offers, outside of a 
menu, that can make it a good neigh- 
bor. 


Harbor Docks has hosted everything 
from engagement parties and wedding 
ceremonies to funerals and wakes. 
We've had graduation celebrations, 
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bachelor and bachelorette parties, 
retirement roasts, going away parties 
and coming home parties. We’ve pro- 
vided burials at sea almost every year. 


We host political events—fundraisers 
and campaign kick-offs—for guberna- 
torial, senatorial, congressional and 
presidential campaigns. We’ve had ev- 
ery kind of local election party you can 
have. We’ve had election night watch 
parties. 


We're pretty much the site for political 
events for the Democratic Party (one 
area where we don’t have much com- 
petition) and even gatherings for local 
Republican candidates. We’ve been 
involved in every type of fundraiser 
that exists. 


We've staged dramatic plays, shown 
full-length films, had dance perfor- 
mances and provided a venue for mu- 
sicians—from symphony orchestras 
and jazz ensembles to Delbert McClin- 
ton and Leon Russell. 
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We’ve sponsored every type of sports 
team you can imagine, from tee-ball 
teams through all the high school 
sports. We’ve even fielded our own 
softball, basketball, flag football, soc- 
cer and Frisbee teams. We’ve spon- 
sored individual kids who were cheer- 
leaders, band members, track and 
field athletes, and basketball, football, 
soccer and baseball players. 


We have always had auctions, fishing, 
and golf tournaments. Through these 
events, we’ve raised money for creat- 
ing running tracks, swimming pools 
and athletic fields. 


We are involved with Take-A-Kid Fish- 
ing, Habitat for Humanity, Destin 
Harvest and American Lunch. And we 
feed a lot of people at Thanksgiving. 


We've fed nurses at hospitals, kids 
at schools, and groups at family re- 
unions. We’ve given out boatloads of 
gift cards and donations to groups all 
over the south.

Aim for Awesomeness

Emerald Coast Zoo in Crestview has new 
owners with some mighty big dreams. 
The de Ridder family now calls Crestview 
home, even though some months ago they 
weren’t familiar with the area. 


Rick de Ridder and his family—wife 
Sara and their three children—all have 
experience with exotic animals. “We built 
and designed a zoo before (near) Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, in a little town called 
Alto, and it’s very similar to Crestview,” 
says Rick. 


“Then I got into TV, moved down to Florida 
to film with the Discovery Channel’s 
Swamp Brothers.” Rick had his own show, 
Wild Transport, on A&E for a while, but 
the network didn’t pick it up. “We were 
just kinda hanging out in Cocoa Beach, 
surfing every day and loving it. 


“My daughter actually said, I want a 
sloth.’ And so, like a good dad, I looked 
for a sloth for sale for her, and jokingly 
said to my wife, ‘Hey, here’s a sloth but it 
comes with this whole zoo.” 


Little did the de Ridders know that 
goodhearted joke would shortly lead them 
to becoming the Emerald Coast Zoo’s new 
owners. 


“We're always hoping for another TV 
show. I talk to producers regularly,” says 
Rick. But in the meantime, new additions 
like an alligator pond, parakeet house, 
and new tiger and lion enclosures are in 
the works. “My goal is to someday have 
the biggest snake in the world out here.” 
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The de Ridder Family. 


Emerald Coast Zoo will continue its 
aim to be a hands-on zoo, with an array 
of available animal encounters for up- 
close-and-personal experiences. 


But it hasn’t all been easy sailing for 
the family. “I mean, just like the movie 
We Bought a Zoo, about two months 
ago I was throwing up and kicking the 
trash can like, ‘What am I gonna do 
with this zoo?” says Rick. “So there’s 
plenty of ‘oh, man’ moments, but it’s 
looking good now that we got through 
the winter. People are warming up and 
starting to come out here.” 


Rick emphasizes that the zoo is family 
run. “My 16-year-old son can run 
the place, practically, and then my 
two daughters, 10 and 11, they’re in 
the gift shop on the weekends doing 
that, sometimes during the weekdays. 
They’re all homeschooled or zoo- 
schooled. 


“Then my wife is a graphic designer, 
so she’s making all the new signs—the 
educational signs for people to actually 
read what they’re looking at, ‘cause 
nobody really knows what a muntjac 
is, or an audad, or a watusi.” 


Rick points out that Emerald Coast Zoo 
is also part of “the one percent of zoos 
that believes in creationism instead of 
evolution. I’m really curious how that’s 
gonna go. We are a religious family, 
and we love Jesus, and (we) believe 


that God created these animals. Most 
zoos do not believe that.” 


When pressed on whether their beliefs 
would be included in the new zoo 
materials and signs, Rick says, “We 
don’t like to punch people in the face 
with it, but I think you'll definitely 
see God’s glory in how He has created 
these animals. 


“Some of the signs, like for the donkey, 
for example—that’s what Jesus 
rode—you look on the donkey’s back 
and there’s crosses. I do not believe 
that’s a coincidence. I think that God 
created that cross on that donkey for 
that reason. Little things like that 
throughout all the animals, just little 
fun facts.” 


Former owner Debbie Mattox can often 
be found volunteering, something Rick 
seems to appreciate. “She comes in 
and just with a smile on her face, she 
says that we were her miracle. She’s 
always wanted this zoo to be a family 
zoo, and now it’s right back where she 
wanted it to be.

A Tasty Variety of Sushi, 
Sashimi and Japanese 


Fare in Miramar Beach ==. 


My wife and | recently had a day together—off from 
work, daughter at school—and ate lunch at Shan 
Kishi in Miramar Beach. Neither of us had eaten 
there before, but the prospect of sushi and Japanese- 
style cooking is always a big draw. 


The restaurant is located in a heavily trafficked 
section of U.S. 98, near to large and small retail 
outlets. The dining room is rectangular, with booths 
and tables on either side, a decorative aquarium in 
front, and a sushi bar at the back. It’s done in brown 
and red, with quiet decorative touches on the walls. 


Shan Kishi is a perfect spot for area workers to 
get a quick, healthy lunch, with a variety of sushi, 
sashimi, bento box (meat or fish teriyaki with 
dumpling, California roll, tempura and white rice), 
and hibachi entrees and combinations. Those with 
more open schedules (and heartier appetites) have 
the opportunity to give the menu a real run, with the 
all-you-can-eat special. 


I had read about this before our visit, and figured it 
was some kind of buffet, or at least a very limited list. 
Actually, there’s a large and extensive menu of sushi 
by the piece (nigiri), rolls, handrolls, house special 
rolls, soups, salads, and hot appetizers and entrees. 
It’s $19.95 per person ($20.95 on weekends), and 
there are rules (written on the menu) about sharing 
and over-ordering. 


Some advice if you go this route. First, relax—you 
don’t have to pig out to get (more than) your money’s 
worth. Second, take your time to pick and choose 
as you go, and to enjoy what you get. We were never 


rushed, though the servers were prompt about 
clearing away empty plates. Youll end up with a 
varied and balanced meal for far less than you’d 
have paid a la carte. And the food is made to order. 
There’s a full menu for dinner, which has more 
options, but much of what is available can be 
obtained at lunch. 


We ordered as we would for a regular meal, apps 
first. I started with beef negimaki—rolls of broiled 
beef wrapped around sautéed onion, with teriyaki 
sauce. My wife ordered a panko-crusted fried soft- 
shell crab, with citrusy ponzu sauce. I added a warm 
tuna tartare, a tuna base topped with crisp panko 
and tobiko (flying fish roe). Round One. 


We shared. Japanese food is always so pretty, for the 
few moments it remains untouched. There were six 
beef rolls, with a carrot and lettuce garnish. Each bite 
was warm, slightly chewy, a winning combo of sweet, 
beefy and oniony flavors. Soft-shell crab is excellent 
pull-apart food, and panko adds a double crunch, 
especially to those tasty legs. The tuna was picture 
perfect (didn’t wait to take one) like a savory layer 
cake of fish, panko and crunchy little granules of roe. 


Round Two. My wife and I each ordered a house 
special roll - fried calamari for her, a “bomb” roll 
(fried oysters) for me. Each plus-sized roll was filled 
with rice, cucumber and lettuce, topped with a sweet 
eel sauce. Hot, cold, soft, crunchy, sea and soy taste, 
it was all in there. Eating sushi teaches you to take 
your time, linger over the wasabi and pickled ginger, 
and scan the menu for anything you might want to 
try. 


MAY 17-30, 2018 


My wife called a halt for herself after the roll, but 
I ordered a closer of nigiri—slices of fish on rice 
cakes—tuna, scallop and red clam, two pieces each. 
This is the way I first tried sushi, and it remains 
my favorite, a smooth two-bite hit of pure seaborne 
protein, a little rice, and a dab of soy and ginger. 
The red clam was pretty, too, and an interesting 
new texture and flavor for me. 


The main menu offers a more extensive list of 
nigiri a la carte, both hot and cold sushi/sashimi 
appetizers (including dumplings, tempura, grilled 
eggplant, and spring rolls) soups, salads, vegetarian 
rolls, hand rolls, house special rolls such as French 
Dragon (shrimp), Mummy (yellowtail), Passion 
(tuna and salmon), and King (king crab), sushi and 
sashimi entrees (including the family sized Love Boat 
for $65.95), hot noodle dishes, hibachi entrees, fried 
rice, teriyaki, tempura and katsu meat and seafood, 
and chef’s specials like baked garlic king crab and 
grilled filet mignon. 


There are also desserts, including pudding, tiramisu, 
sorbet, etc. They looked good, but we we were full. 
It was all we could eat, just like the sign promised.
